CSUS Psychologists Test Behavior

Completed and ongoing research conducted by CSUS 
psychologists may help man better understand the 
concepts of intelligence, learaing, depression and 
motivation 

Professor William Samuel and graduate student Paul 
Nilsen completed almost t’:ree years of research this 
summer 

“Reactive depression was first associated witha 
motivationally depressed state in animals called learned 
helplessness,” Samuel said. Animals whose first experien 
ces with electric shock were inescapable later had 
difficulty learning to avoid escapable shocks. Animals 
never put in an inescapable position learned to avoid 
escapable shocks more rapidly 

Psychologists think that learned helplessness is related 
to depression in humans and have set up laboratory 
experiments for humans using noise bursts intead of 
shocks 

Three groups of subjects were exposed to random 
bursts of loud noise. The first group could cut the burst 
short. The second group thought it could cut the burst 
short, but actually could not. The third group Anew it had

no control over the bursts. When each group was asked to 
solve anagrams, the first group did best, the third group did 
slightly poorer, and the group which thought it could 
control the bursts performed significantly poorer 

Samuel's research replicated the noise-burst expen- 
ment, bui included a soft-notse group. “The group with the 
inescapable soft noise actually did better,” said Samuel 
‘The subjects iad an increase in heart rate which seemed 
to arouse them and increase their performance. This ts 
called a facilitation effect and is the opposite of 
motvational depression.” 

Samuel said the group with the loud, inescapable 
bursts was frustrated both by the lack of control and the 
loudness of the bursts. The two effects over-aroused the 
group and resulted in the learned helplessness effect 

“My conclusion is that the first ime we run into an 
obstacle we get a little upset and try harder. But if we can’t 
control the sumulus, znd the stimulus is highly aversive 
and repetitive, then learned helplessness results.” 

Professor Bruce Behrman is researching the differences 
in individual performance tn information-processing tasks 
Forexample, Behrman said, “ Personality differences

News Station Takes 
To The Air At CSUS

New opportunities and hands-on experience in 
television news broadcasting are now available to 
communications students 

KCNS (Campus News Service) is a student run, 
closed-circuit, campus television station which airs live 
Wednesdays at noon and is replayed at 5 p.m 

The program may be viewed on Channel 7, on any 
television set connected to the UMS (University Media 
Services) network 

The program format is a 20-minute broadcast to 
inform the student body about news, sports and 
entertainment 

KCNS programming is written, produced and 
reported by students. Creators of the station, Professors 
Robert Jarecke and John Hwang, act only as advisors to 
the class 

According to Jarecke, the most important goal of 
KCNS is “to help our students become better prepared for 
a job.” 

Students enrolled io the three-unit class have the 
Opportunity to practice what they have studied in several 
of the theory and production classes otfered through the 
communication studies department 

Other goals of KCNS, according to Hwang and 
Jarecke, are to “establish a news medium through which 
students. faculty and administration can reach the student 
body,” aad “enable students to produce broadcast-quality 
video tapes for future use.” 

Loree Mockenhaupt, a communications student who 
works for KCNS, feels that the time she puts into KCNS is 
well spent. “I feel that this is going to do the most good for 
me compared to any other class I can take. I can take my 
best work from this and show it to a prospective employer 
and say, “This is what I can do.” ” 

Mockenhaupt expressed her nervousness about being 
among the first group of students to work for KCNS, “I'm 
nervous for a twofold reason: one, we're setting the 
precedent for the whole idea of KCNS and two, now we 
are going to have a more representative audience 
criticizing us, not just students who have media knowledge

ann Keeps Those Propositions Coming

He is a man of purpose 

He is a man of deliberate words 

He is a man of self-described honesty 

He is not afraid of controversy 

He is Paul Gann 

Paul Gann first came to public attention when he 
co-authored 1978's infamous Proposition 13, a property 
tax-cutting measure which proponents said would make 
property taxes fairer. Opponents charged that the loss of 
revenue would have a profound effect on schools and 
city-sponsored services. The effects have been neither as 
dramatic as opponents warned nor as fair as proponents 
claimed. 

“Proposition 13 came about when Howard Jarvis and 
I decided to work together to cut property taxes. We put 
our initiatives out within theee days of each other in 1976, 
and both lost on the ballo,,” the long-time Carmichael 
resident said. “We felt we owed the people of the state of 


California a tax-cutting measure. It was our moral 
obligation to give them one.” 

In 1978, the “voice of California” passed the 
controversial Proposition 13, and it became law. Two 
weeks after the election, Howard Jarvis celebrated his 
victory. An aide for Jarvis remarked to Time Magazine, 
“We thought we needed the 150,000 votes his (Gann’s) 
group could deliver in petition signatures. We alone got a 
million names and we didn’t need him at all.” 

Gann described Jarvis as “loud, rough and gruff. He 
says things like that to keep himself built up. He and I both 
know that (quote) isn’t true.” 

Gann did not take the time to refute the statement. His 
energies were already focused on the legal battles the 
proposition faced. Said Gann, “ix isn’t the way I work.” 

“Tam very careful not to lie. My dad tried to raise me to 
be honest, honorable and to love and cherish freedom. It’s 
the most precious item in the world. He taught me that it 
was my responsibility to see to it that the next generation 
will be able to say ‘I was born free because the preceding 


generation had courage enough to hold onto that 
freedom,’ ” he said. 

This commitment to freedom and being honest are two 
reasons why Gann founded People’s Advocate, Inc. in 
1974. It has grown to 30,000 members in 10 years. Gann 
devotes all of his time to enforcing the theme,“ People can 
and must take responsibility for their own lives. od 
government.” 

The initiative process which has proved quite 
successful for Gann was introduced to California in || |, 
when Gov. Hiram Johnson gave citizens the right to repeal 
or enact a law. 

“When you have an idea something is wrong, and it 
should be changed, you should act on it,” Gann said. The 
initiative process is a job > selling and explaining, he 
added. 

“Once an initiative quaulies for the statewide ballot, 
you fight for the ‘yes’ vote. It is a constant effort, first to get 
it qualified and then sell it to the voters. It isn’t easy to get

Would neurotic personality as opposed to stable make a 
difference?” 
shrman’s research will include experiments in which 

the subject tries to concentrate on only one of two 
messages being received In one case, one message is given 
by a female voice and the other by a male. In the second 
case, the voices would both be male and the subject would 
have to discern different categories of words, one category 
might be fruits, and the second, occupations. In either case 
the message may jump randomly from ear to ear. The 
subject must repeat the message as quickly as possible, and 
at the same time, be ready to press a button when a light 
comes on 

Behrman’s interest is in seeing how neurotic, highly 
anxious people compare to stable people in attentional 
capacity. He said the theory predicts the attentional 
capacity of neurotic people ts reduced 

Behrman also wants to investigate how intelligence 
and personality are related to information processing 
“Tests have shown that perception. memory, and arousal 


are related to introversion and extroversion,” he said 

Working with four graduate students, Behrman has 
done some pilot research but has only conducted 
experiments with small numbers of people 

He said the research may help in developing expen- 
mental definitions of personality and intelligence 
“Psychology has dealt with average people for a long time 
We want to get into working with different types of 
people,” he said. “It's time intelligence got a definition 
instead of just being a test.” 

The nature of learning is a primary question in 
Professor Murray Work’s research, research he has had to

rats last year 

W ork is researching aspects of a curious phenomenon, 
namely, that electrical sumulation of certain parts of a rat's 
brain act as reintorcement, rather than aeterrenn 

In two variations of an experiment, a rat presses a bar 
fora reward — either food or electrical sumulation 
Pressing the bar starts a 20-second timer, and it the animal 
presses the bar again before the ume has elapsed no reward 
is given and the umer starts again 

“All animals do very poorly on this schedule when 
motivated by hunger,” Work said. “The need to wait is 
pitted against Thorndike’s law of effect, that any animal 
will quickly repeat a reinforced action.” 

Rats have performed remarkably weil when brain 
stumulus is the reward, Work said. “It's uncanny how well 
they do. Now we're trying to figure out why the animal 
does it so well.” 

Work said that while the brain stimulus lasts less than 
one second, reseachers believe it generates a trace that 
lingers and decays. The decaying trace functions as a gauge 
by which the rat can judge time 

The experiment taps 4 particularly important ability 
said Work, the ability to regulate behavior through 
inhibition in order to increase the chance that it will be 
reinforced in the future 

Though experiments have been limited to animals, 
Work said the findings may have relevance to humans 

“Food in the mouth, 4 pat on the head, an A ona quiz 
these are all peripheral events. They mean notiung until 
the peripheral event is changed into a central neural event 
With electrical stumulation we may be creating that neural 
event, by passing the peripheral event altogether.”

They are called “The Men Up 
Front” or “The Wall” on some teams 
They are a separate enuty of a larger 
team and they seldom get the recogn- 
tion they deserve. They are one of (he 
main reasons for the success of the 
CSUS foothbal! team, despite its’ 
recent loss to UC-Davis. They are the 
offensive line 


CSUS Head Footbal! Coach Bob 
Mattos has a massive offensive line 
and is proud of it. Known primarily as 
the “Hammerheads,” the CSUS 
offensive line has consistently suc- 
ceeded in leading the Hornets to a 
winning game 

According to third-year offensive 
line Coach Neil Anderson, the Ham- 
merheads are team-oriented and their 
success is reflected by the perfor- 
mance of other players. “We take a 
lot of pride in the fact that Mark 
Schutz is a 1,000-yard back. We try 
to go into the game every week with 





the goal that we're not going to allow 
any sacks of the quarterback.” Ander- 
son said 

The CSUS line has allowed very 
few sacks and more than just its size 
accounts for that. Sure, having a line 
with an average weight of 265 Ibs 
does help, but Anderson and Mattos 
also agree that it is important to have 
an intelligent line as well 

“LT think they are probably the 
most talented group we have in 
positions and they're probably the 
smartest offensive line I've ever 
coached. That's one of the keys to 
success -- not only are they big and 
strong, but they're all very intelligent

Unfair Credit 


Among President Reagan’s recurring promises is a 
conspicuous one which threatens public education and would 
direct government aid away from the needy toward the more 
fortunate. This same proposal rings of infringement upon 
constitutional prohibition of government support for religious 














insutuuons. 


The president wants parents who choose to send their 
children to private schools to receive income tax credit. Since 
85 percent of private schools in America are affiliated with a 
religious institution, such institutions would benefit directly 
from such a tax break 

A tax credit is a direct reduction of tax liability, while a tax 
deduction reduces taxable income. It is estimated that Reagan s 
proposal would cost the U.S. Treasury $800 million in its first 
three years of operation 


[he trickle-down effect, so prominent in the Reagan 
administration’s economic philosophy, works against in this 
case. While those who can afford to choose a private schoo! 
education for their children receive tax credits, those who can’t 
afford the choice must make up the tax deficit created by the 
credit. So the tax deficiency “trickles down” to those who can 
least afford to pay 














Perhaps more serious is the proposal’s potential harm to the 
already impoverished public education system. Since the 
administration vows not to increase federal spending on 
education, the proposal would serve only to reduce the quality 
of public schools. It would not create healthy competition, but 
would foster a dual education system, separate but unequal 
Everyone benefits from a strong public education system 
By the same token, everyone suffers from a system weakened 
by reduced revenues and a lack of support

Hoffman is the most experienced 
of the linemen and recestly set a 
record of most games started for 
CSUS. Hoffman's appearance in 
Saturday's contest was his 43rd start 
in a Hornet un:form, surpassing the 
record of 42 games ironically held by 
another center, Randy Bingham 

The second ingredient for a good 
offensive line ts to have intelligent 
players 

The CSUS Hammerheads fit this 
bill and Hoffman plays a key role 
displaying his intelligence to read a 
defense 

According to Anderson, the cen- 
ter is like the quarterback of the 
offensive line and has to call all of the 
various blocking schemes depending 
on the defense with which they are 
confronted, Although it may appear 
otherwise, the offensive line is not 
confronted with the same defensive 


iook everytime. When the defense 
changes the center has to recognize 
these subtle differences and call the 
appropriate blocking combinations 

Hoffman's ability to call the 
appropriate changes are an contribut- 
ing factor in quarterback Greg 
Knapp’s success as well as Schutz’s 
accomplishments. 

Intelligence in the offensive line is 
also shown by the two tackles, 
Robinson and Black. “They are the 
two best tackles in the league, by far,” 
Anderson said. “I don’t think you'll 
find two better tackles anywhere 

they're just as good as anyone in 
the Pac-10. They are both juniors so 
they have another vear and are 
definite pro-prospects.” 

Kniffen is not as physically tal- 
ented as the others but is intelligent 
and has been consistent in every 
gam, according to Anderson. “He's a 
very technique-ortenied guy. He's 
gonna find a way to beat you through 
technique rather than just out- 
physical you.”

Ingredient four is what must take 
place off the field. The members of the 
offensive line must be like a family 

The five CSUS linemen are all 
very close, which helps when they get 
on the field of play, according to 
Robinson. “We're all real close 
During the summer we would go to 
the weight room, play racquetball, go 
run together. We all go out together a 
lot of the me. It makes us Closer and 

we know we can communicate better 
Being fnends helps out.” 
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To complete the recipe an offen 
sive line coach who ts able to relate 


with the linemen ts necessary 


Anderson has a lot of experience 
behind him. He was a starting line 
man at Washington State before 
graduating and moving to Sacra 
mento where he was head coach at 
San Juan High School and was an 
assistant coach at Rio Americano 
High.
